Mayor Linda Jeffrey is resorting to

After initially saying he 
wanted to stick to the is- 
sues, Brown hit back 
against his municipal crit- 
ics for the first time this 
week. 

“If I was mayor and I 
was proud of my record 
about how you’ve reduced 
crime, how you’ve reduced 
to traffic, how you've 
brought jobs and invest- 
ment to Brampton. She 
didn’t say any of that and 
that’s why she’s attacking 
others.” 

After welcoming Brown 
to the mayoralty race, Jef- 
frey tweeted, “We need 
stable, strong leadership 
and an ability to work with 
all levels of government, 
especially Queens Park. 
We don’t need chaos and 
someone who will con- 
tinue fighting old political 


battles which will harm 
Brampton in the long 
run.” 

Brown says Jeffrey’s bar- 
rage of Twitter attacks 
may be related to their 
previous partisan battles 
at Queen’s Park. 

“She’s an old Kathleen 
Wynne minister, maybe 
there’s some old animosity 
she’s speaking about. The 
fact that I’m a former Con- 
servative and she’s a for- 
mer Liberal should have 
no bearing on municipal 
politics. We should all be 
focused on what’s in the 
best interest of Bramp- 
ton.” He says the race for 
mayor should about who is 
best able to fix issues fac- 
ing Bramptonians, not 
sniping on social media. 

“Obviously since she 
spent the day on Twitter 
attacking me shows she’s 
more focused on me than 


anything else. The reason 
there’s such a thirst for 
change in Brampton is be- 
cause people aren’t happy 


crime is up, aren’t happy 
traffic is at a standstill, 
aren’t happy there’s a lack 
of good paying jobs and 


they have to leave town to 
go to work. That’s going to 
be the ballot question, do 
we want the same old, 
same old or do we want a 
new approach.” 

Brown initially an- 
nounced he was running 
for the position of regional 
chair for Peel. That all 
changed when the Ford 
government cancelled 
elections for the chair’s 
position in Peel, York, Ni- 
agara and Muskoka for the 
2018 - 2022 municipal 
term. 

He wouldn’t speculate 
on whether Premier Doug 
Ford nixed elected Re- 
gional Chair positions to 
undermine his political as- 
pirations, but says he’s 
“disappointed” because he 
thinks a democratic vote 
would’ve served residents 
better than an appoint- 
ment. That said, Brown 


supports the reduction of 
municipal politicians in 
Toronto. 

He says he was asked to 
run in Mississauga against 
incumbent Bonnie Crom- 
bie. 

“There were a number of 
councillors that encour- 
aged me to run in Missis- 
sauga but my history and 
family roots are in Bramp- 
ton. Going back to where I 
started was a better path 
for me to contribute al- 
though I was flattered by 
the calls to run in Missis- 
sauga.” 

Brown moved to Missis- 
sauga after his acrimo- 
nious split from the 
Ontario PC Party. He was 
forced out following alle- 
gations of sexual miscon- 
duct raised in a CTV story. 

Brown is suing the net- 
work for defamation. 


Candidate knocked out of race after controversy

A candidate running for 
the Ward 5 municipal elec- 
tion in Mississauga was dis- 
qualified earlier this week, 
after a fellow nominee al- 
leged “irregularities” with 
the nomination process. 

Nikki Clarke, who ran for 
the provincial NDP riding 
in the Mississauga-Malton 
area earlier this year, was 
disqualified from the 
process after Carolyn Par- 
rish claimed there were is- 
sues with the former’s 
nominators. 

“The decision was in the 
City clerk’s hands,” said 
Parrish in an interview with 
CityNews Tuesday morn- 
ing, after explaining that 
she became suspicious after 
Clarke approached her ex- 
ecutive assistant, Danny 
Singh, and asked for him to 
sign her nomination papers 
just before the filing dead- 
line. 

While Clarke admitted 
she did approach people in 


the lobby of Mississauga 
City Hall just before the 
deadline, she said she didn’t 
know if they were political 
staff. 

Clarke explained that 
once the discrepencies were 
brought up with the city 
clerk, she was required to 
gather all of her nominators 
and have them all re-sign 
her papers within an unrea- 
sonably short timeframe. 

“T believe that the clerk 
coming in and being a de 
facto scrutiniser on behalf 
of the incumbent did not af- 
ford me the amount of time 
to provide all the informa- 
tion they require,” she said 
to CityNews. 

For her part, Clarke ad- 
mitted that she had several 
spelling hours and incorrect 
postal codes, but the former 
was not immediately known 
to her. 

According to the city’s 
Municipal Elections Act, 
“the city clerk has until 4

p.m. on Monday, July 30, 
2018 to certify or reject 
your nomination,” and 
notes that the clerk must be 
satisfied that the candidate 
is eligible. If the candidate 
isn’t certified, a final deci- 
sion is made to remove the 
candidate’s name from the 
ballot. 

The story came to light 
Monday morning after 
Ward 1 school trustee can- 
didate Catherine Soplet 
(and one of the nominators 
for Clarke) was messaged 
by Parrish asking her to 
clarify her last name. 

“T thought it was unusual 
to be contacted on a Satur- 
day afternoon,” Soplet said 
in an interview with Peel 
Weekly News, noting that 
her maiden name is Rick- 
etts and she made it clear 
that her name was on the 
voting record. 

Parrish reportedly be- 
came aggressive and said 
she was “disappointed you

would support an opponent 
of mine. 

“When (Parrish’s) tone 
became unpleasant, I 
blocked her,” said Soplet. 

Municipal election laws 


state that any information 
submitted through nomina- 
tion forms can be accessed 
and reviewed by the public, 
including city councillors.. 
Though city staff say there 


is no way to appeal the city 
clerk’s decision, Clarke said 
she will try to get her name 
back on the candidate list.

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Anti-Trumpism alone won't propel Trudeau to victory next year

Now that the EU and Donald 
Trump have established a 
framework for talks aimed at 
avoiding a trade war, the pres- 
sure will mount on PM Justin 
Trudeau to make similar head- 
way with the Americans. 

That is especially true once 
Trump begins extracting con- 
cessions from the Chinese, 
which he no doubt will get. 

As tempting as it may be for 
Trudeau to try, with the help of 
a compliant media, to ride anti- 
Trump sentiment on this side 
of the border into the next elec- 
tion, he’d be wise to resist it. 

This publication was the first 
to openly point out the 
Trudeau strategy of exploiting 
ginned-up loathing of the U.S. 
president to score political 
points in Canada, and frame 
Conservative leader Andrew 
Scheer as ‘weak’ on Trump in 
the process. 

Your humble scribe has ar- 
gued Liberals will make the 
case we need Justin Trudeau to 
stand up to mean old Trump 
and frame Scheer as weak; as 
someone who would give away 
too much in negotiations with 


the Americans. 

Now that everyone from Max 
Bernier to the Washington 
Post to former PM Stephen 
Harper is saying basically the 
same thing, I can add with con- 
fidence, the strategy will fail in 
the long term. 

If Trudeau studied econom- 
ics instead of drama, he’d real- 
ize, as strategy goes, 
anti-Trumpism will soon be 
subject to the law of diminish- 
ing political returns, especially 
if Trump keeps winning on the 
economy.

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Is This The Year Calgary Finally Gets Over The Hump?

After the last two regular 
seasons, I am guessing the 
Calgary Stampeders might 
be thinking to themselves 
how else can they possibly 
lose a Grey Cup game? 

Despite being the class of 
the regular season in both 
2016 and 2017, the Stam- 
peders came away empty in 
both Grey Cup games. 

In 2016, they were by far 
and away the class of the 
league, completing what was 
considered one of the great- 
est regular seasons in CFL 
history. If they had won the 
Grey Cup, they certainly 
would have been in the dis- 
cussion as one of the great- 
est teams ever. 

After finishing with a reg- 
ular season record of 15-2-1, 
which included a loss in a 
meaningless game in the 
season finale against the 
Montreal Alouettes, the real 
Calgary Stampeders came to 
play in the West Final de- 
stroying the B.C. Lions 42-15 
in a game that was never in 
doubt. 

Their opponents in the 
Grey Cup would be the 8-9- 
1 Ottawa Redblacks. 

Calgary entered the game 
as 9 point favourites, how- 
ever, they also entered the 
2014 Grey Cup as 8.5 point 
favourites against the 
Hamilton Tiger Cats and 
ended up squeaking out a 
20-16 victory, thanks in 


large part to a Hamilton 
punt return for a touchdown 
that was nullified by a 
penalty late in the game. 

In the 2016 Grey Cup, Ot- 
tawa came out firing on all 
cylinders jumping out to a 
27-7 halftime lead. Despite 
the Stampeders certainly 
having the firepower to 
mount a second half come- 
back, the Redblacks were 
out to prove the first half 
was no fluke. 

Nevertheless, the Stam- 
peders stormed back in the 
second half and ended up 
forcing overtime with 10 
points in the final 2 minutes 
to tie the score at 33. Calgary 
could have avoided overtime 
when they faced a second 
and goal at the Redblacks 
two-yard line. 

Instead of the logical move 
to give it to 6'3" 254-pound 
back Jerome Messam, the 
Stampeders went with a 
sweep by rookie back-up QB 
Andrew Buckley. 

A shoestring tackle by 
Abdul Kanneh forced the 
Stampeders to settle for a 
field goal to tie the score. 

Unfortunately, the come- 
back fell short as the Stam- 
peders would go on to lose 
39-33 in one of the greatest 
Grey Cup games ever, flush- 
ing an otherwise incredible 
regular season down the 
drain. 

Despite the incredible sec- 


ond half comeback, it was 
QB Bo Levi Mitchell’s 3 in- 
terceptions that will haunt 
him throughout the off-sea- 
son. 

As you can imagine, the 
loss left the Stampeders with 


a lot of soul searching to do, 
especially Head Coach Dave 
Dickinson after his call on 
second and goal. 

It somewhat resembled 
the squandered opportunity 
by the Seattle Seahawks 
against the New England 
Patriots in Super Bowl 49. 

With a second and goal on 
the New England one-yard 
line, and Marshawn Lynch 


in the backfield, Seattle in- 
stead tried a quick slant 
which was intercepted by 
Malcolm Butler. 

New England would run 
out the clock from there and 
win their fourth Super Bowl 


by a score of 28-24. 

The 2017 season would see 
the Stampeders once again 
race through the regular 
season with a league best 13- 
4-1 record. 

While they had an easy 
time of it in the 2016 West 
Final, this time they would 
face the 2015 Grey Cup 
champion and _ provincial 
rival Edmonton Eskimos.

In meditation, the more you 
can be aware, the deeper and 
more beneficial your medita- 
tion is. 

If you do a meditation sit- 
ting for 30 minutes and there 
is no awareness, then you are 
basically sitting there for 30 
minutes. I have had many 
people tell me they end their 
meditation and they don’t feel 
any different. 

Think about why you medi- 
tate. You want to “feel” differ- 
ent, and so if there is no 
awareness, there will be no 
sense of feeling. You want to 
feel a more relaxed sense of 
yourself so how do you do 
that? 

As much as people think 
that meditation is simple and 
that you just sit there and 
meditation happens, it isn’t 
that way or that easy. Medita- 
tion develops as you practice it 
but you have to bring an 
awareness or mindfulness to 
it. 

Awareness is your five 
senses in use — see, hear, feel, 
smell and even taste. 


Mindfulness is more of a di- 
rected meditation where you 
have a reason or topic to med- 
itate on. 

How often do we know how 
we feel? At the beginning of a 
meditation workshop, I ask 
the participants how are they 
feeling? The amazing thing is 
they are all feeling alright or 
good — so my next question is 
— why are you here? 

I then get them to relax and 
meditate and do a body scan 
to find out how they are feeling 
from their feet up to the top of 
the head. It is about the tem- 
perature of their body part and 
is it relaxed or tense? 

It takes about five or more 
minutes to do this, and I tell 
them to remember how they 
feel because I will be doing this 
same body scan again at the 
end. 

I ask them what part was 
tenser and where they can tell 
the difference after this simple 
meditation. We then talk 
about feelings and how they 
listened to what I was saying. 
Awareness became stronger 


using their senses. They are 
usually amazed at the break- 
down of feelings they felt. 

Now they can do something 
about it. 

An expression I made up 
was “you can only change 
what you are aware of”. Once 
you know what doesn’t feel 
right, you take the time to 
relax or understand what and 
why you are feeling what you 
are feeling. This is the key. 

If it is tense, then we can use 
the “feeling” of relaxation to 
release the tension. Another 


way is to breathe and exhale, 
thinking and releasing the ten- 
sion with the exhalation. 

It is very important to use 
your mindset and thought 
process to help you in medita- 
tion. Your awareness depends 
on how you can direct your 
thoughts to improve how you 
feel. 

So often when you just sit 
and meditate, the problem is 
that your have many thoughts 
going through your mind so it 
is difficult to concentrate. 

Once you do this simple ex- 


ercise where you have to direct 
your thoughts to your body 
parts, it is easier to direct 
them. 

Once you can direct and be 
aware of what is going on, then 
your mind can relax because it 
is singularly thinking not 
multi-tasking all over the 
place. The other important as- 
pect is that we will never have 
a perfectly quiet or dark place 
to meditate. Once your aware- 
ness is trained, your medita- 
tion will be easier. 

Your five senses — all of us 
are more proficient in one es- 
pecially. It you are visual, use 
visual aids like photos of 
something you love to see as a 
helper. If you are more audi- 
tory, use music and sounds to 
help you. If you are tactile, 
then use texture to help you 
distinguish feelings. 

Even olfaction (smell), using 
aroma therapy, is very effec- 
tive to help us change how we 
feel. 

There are so many helpers 
you can use to offset how you 
are feeling so you become

more aware and you can direct 
how you want to feel. 

Awareness is how you be- 
come more proficient at med- 
itating. We all want to feel a 
certain way and we can if we 
know how to direct and under- 
stand it. Use colour in your 
meditations because colours 
have energy. Music with dif- 
ferent instruments help lift 
our spirits up. 

Crystals or nature tidbits in 
our hands make us more 
aware of the earth and 
grounds us to feel more bal- 
anced and rooted. Closing our 
eyes while meditating makes 
us be aware of how we feel in- 
ternally rather than only look- 
ing beyond ourselves. 

Sayings being spoken and 
interpreted helps directs us in 
amore positive way. Diffused 
light keeps our senses soft- 
ened and more vulnerable. 

Take the time to know what 
works and helps you become a 
better meditator. Awareness 
helps in every way and teaches 
you to be more you in every 
way.
